In all which profeſſions, as men are naturally uddicted more, 
or leſje, they attaine to perfection, and may thereby accompliſh 
the end for which they were cr eazed. hut to undertake any pra- 
feſsion contrary to a mans naturalligelination,ss a loſſe of inte, 
a worke that yeideth no proſu, but breedeth many inconuent- 
euces,and deſtroyeth nature: For the meere Scholler will na- 
wer bee good Statiſt, Souldier, Merchant, nor Mechanicall 
tradeſman, (yet learning i a ſingular helpe in all theſe prefe- 
ſ10ns)netther will the profeſſed Souldier euer attaine to exqui- 
ſte perfect ion in learning, or in the other profiſtions; ſo lik- 
wiſe of the reſt. The naturall inclination of man, may bee ſom- 
what reſtramed; corrected, and reformed, but is rarely and 
kargly altered, 
Naturam expellas furca licèt, vſque recurret 
In theſe and all other profeſSions whatſoeuer, men may / 
proceeae in their particular ſotieties, that each ſeuerall com- 
pany in his proper vocation, may bee a help, camfort, and ſap- 
port unto the reſt : and they are firmely bound 15 by the 
law of God, and Nature, to exerciſe and follow their profeſit- 
ons for the benefit of others: not coneternſly ſeeking their owne 
gaine only thereby ; but charitabiy, reſpecting firſt the glory of

1 thought it connenient to propound unto them a worthy and 
m:morable enterpriſe : ( for the proſecation and accompliſhing 
ö whereof, it hath gratiouſiy pleaſed his CM aiefty ts grant mee 
priniledgeby Pattent ) namely, the diſconery and plantation of 
4 par! of the great, rich, e mighty Empue of Guiana: where- 
in they ſhall onde variety of implements l ſpend their times 
rthily in their ſcuerall vocations; plentifull meancsto ſup- 
| fly all wants and neceſsities ; and many worthy aduentures to 
obtain: immortall reno uc and perpetuall fame. 
Aud feraſinuch as all mens actiam are ſobieit to miſcen- 
| ſure and ſome (perhaps) may thinke the labour loft , which ts 
betowedin this enterpriſe, fareiudgeingf the Countrey being 
rude, barbarows pai] 6-4" bee onprofitable z I will there- 
fore lere particalarh ſbem wherein our Countreymen of the ſe- 
uerall profeſiions before mentioned, may profitably labour in 
this wor kr, and p therebyto God 4 (eruice moſt accep- 
table, and regiſter their fame to all poſteritie. 

\ Firſt, the Scholler in diuine Rods may worthily _

good, by giuing ayd unto this action, and bis difercet and 
prouident further ance in managing the buſineſſe thereof : T he 
Sealdier end I raxcller, by bearing armes in the extcution of 
bis noble enterpriſe, and by memorable diſceperits of 1 . 
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Merchant by aſtiii ing the plantation there, amd oy ercling 
trade. of merchandafe , by returumg thence, the riches and 
commo/ities there found and gathered. The Conntrey-wan 
that pr ofe(feth buchandty and tillage of the earth, may alſo be 
foffuciently imploied for the increaſe of corne and eatteil, and 
in planting , gathering, and getting as many rare and nece([s- 
xy fruits and prouiſtons, as ſhallbe needefull for the life of man.

rall uſes, and for pexfons of all quality whatſoeuer ; and may 
teach the people of that Conntrey (being ence converted to chri- 
ſtianity aud brought to the knowledge of cinill gonernement ) 
ſach ſeuerall trades as aurexperience ſball finde nece ſſarie for 
them, and eanuentent for vs. | 
Haning heere particularly ſhemed wherein our Conntrey- 
men of diuers profeſiion; may worthily follow their vocations, 
and impley their endeuaurs in this ation : 1 leave the matter 
whereon they are to worke, to be more fully expreſſed in the 
following diſcourſe. 
And becauſt they may the better be encouraged in this enter- 
priſe, by examples of the like nature: let us looke into the dis- 
'\£oueries and conqueits, performed by the Spaniards, in the 
Eaſt and Weſt Indies; but ehiefelyan the weſt : where with 
ſmall number, and « it were with 4 ull of men, Her- 
nando Cortez.s Spaniard, in the yeere of our Lord 15 19.

offer of tay. had well eaten and refreſhed my ſelfe, Martyn tooke

where with to requite my kindneſſe towards him, in

lage, l weut out to view the ſcituation of the place 


the aduantages for defence thercof. It is a great tockie **' 


Mountaine, not acceſlable by reaſon of faſt woods, and 
ſteepe rockes, but only in certaine places, which are 
narrow foote · paths, very ſteepe and eaſie to bee de- 
fended: whereby wee were as in a Fort, and 
moſt conueniently in reſpect the harbour was ſo neer, 
for our ſhippes did ride at anchor vnderneath vs, ouer 
againſt the foote of the hill, 

Being thus ariued vpon the Coaſt, I found the time 
of the yeate ſo vnſeaſonable for our purpoſe, that (by 
reaſon of continuall raines) wee were conſtrained to 
lie ſtill and doe nothing for the ſpace of three weekes, 
or a monetk ; in which idle time Lgonferred with the 
Indians, ſometime with one, » with another; 
and by helpe ofmy Indian Anthony Cinebre, and the 
Indian als aboue mentioned (whom I vſed for my 
rr s I gathered from them as well as Icouid, 
the State of their Country; the manner of their go-- 
uernement and liuing; how they ſtood. wich their 
neighbours. in tearmes of peace, and warre : and of 
what power and ſtrength they were. I inquired alſo 


of che ſeaſons ofthe yeare in thole parts: of their di - 


uiſion, and account of times, and numbers; of the 
prouiſions of their Country for victuals, and other 
neceſſaries; and made a diligent inquiry of all the 
commodities their Country yeeldeth, & hat things 
were of molt eſtimation amongſt them ʒ all which l 
haue briefely declared vnto your Highneſſe in this 
follow ing diſcourſe.

Lan nne haue euery one of them two or three wiues, or more, 
wiues. the reſt but oneʒ accounting him that hach moſt wiues, 
the greateſt man. Theit wives(eſpccially the elder ſort) 
areas ſeruants vnto them, for they make their bread 
and drinke, dreſſe their meate, ſerue them at meales, 

| and doe all the other buſineſſe about che houſe. 

Divers 13n- Theſe Prouinces are peopled with diuers Nations 
S ol ſeucrall languages, namely, 74/05, Arwaccas, Sappaios, 
The Cheribes Paragotos, and Charibes. The Charibesare the ancient 
wot ancient inhabitants, and the other Nations are:ſuch'as haue 
Aa. beene chaſed away from Irmidado, and the borders of 
Orenoque. And foraſmuch as they haue vnited them- 
ſelues in thoſe parts, the Charibes haue held them in 
continuall warres, but the 7470s and the othet Nations 
their Allyes, are growne ſo ſtrong, that they haue con- 
ſtrained the Charibes of the Sea coſt to contract a peace 
with them, yet beate no hearty loue the one Nation to 


the other: But with the Charibes inhabiting the in · land

at all; for they doe often times come dow ne upon 

them in great numbers, ſpoile and burne their houſes, _ 
kill their men, and carry away their weomen, which is Tho 1 
the greateſt cauſe of warre and hatred amongſt them: for theirweo- 
whereof our men haue ſeene experience in Cooſhebery, we | 

where happened an accident worth the obſeruing, 
which Lv ifl here declare vnto your Highneſſc. The 
Indian Leonard Ragapo , before mentioned, is a Tais, 

who findingtte'Conntry of 'Cooſhebery ſlenderly inha- 

bited, hath ſeazed vpon it for his owne Siguiorie and 

at his earneſt requeſt, I ſent ſoure Gentelmen of my 

ne to remaine there wich him. The natural 

inhabitants that dwell vpon the vttermoſt bounds 

thereof, towards the South, and Weſt, are charibes and 

enemies to him, and to his Nation:for while our men 
(vnknowne to the C Aurabet) ſtaied arCooftebery , they | 
aſſembled themſelues together to the number of 200.

and ſpoiled houſes, roaſted one woman, tooke many 

priſoners, & intended toaſſault him alſo:which to pre.

all weapons ; which ate Bowes and Arrowes; long ,camnm of 

ſtaues ſharpened arthe point, and with fire hardened; the Indians, 

wooden Swords and Targers very urtificially made of 2e det. 
wood, and painted with Beaſts, and Birds; He tequo- rech. d of 
ſed Alo out men to aide und aſſiſt him with their muſe . sk. 
kets, hich Icommanded them to doe, vpon all ſuch 

occaſions offered: And ſa being all in readineſſe, Teo- 

ward ( as their captaine) led them on toi his 

enemies; and a I haue heard by M: flenm Baldwin, 


(who then was preſent 1 (to obſcrue the “ 
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of cheir warres) gane him leaue to command all) hee 
brauely performed that exploit, in good order after 
their manner, and with great iudgement and reſoluti- 
on. Fot in the Front, he firſt placed our ſoure Eagliſh- 


men, by two in a rancheʒ next to them, to Indians

Station, himſelſe with 
a ſword in his hand (which I had giuen him) and a 
Target of his owne faſhion, went boldly towards 
them to patley with their Captaines. And hauing 
called them out, hee re them for comming: 
(as enemies) into his Signiory, for burning and ſpoi- 
ling his houſes, and his people ; hee demaunded fa- 
tistaction for the hurt done, and reſtitutionof the pri- 
ſoners taken; and wamed them ſorthwith to depart 
out of his Signiory, and de ſiſt ſrom warre: which if 
they refuſed to fulfill, hee as chere ready with his 

triends the Engliſimen x6 fight with them, and 
reuenge his wrongs - and {aid further, that if in the 
conflict any of the Engliſh men were ſlaine, or hurt; 


hee would then fetch all the reſt from Miasoca, and te- 
aurnc to burne their houſes, and cut them all in pee-

cocke ready 
into them all, by reaſon of our mens preſence, that 
they preſently ry performed hat con- 
ditions he required, and then departed home with all 
their company. Here may your Highneſſe note, the 
factions among the Indian Nations; the diſcipline and 
order they hold in war, the feare the Charibes concei- 
ued at the ſight of our Engliihmen, and the policy of 
the Indian Leonard to take adi their feare, 
and małe our men his Guard, and chiefe protection 
againſt them. Theſe things in time will muchauaile 
vs, being well obſeruod, and rightly applied according 
to occaſion. But to our former diſcourſe, 

The power and ſtrength of cheſe Countties (be- 
ing ſo thinly peopled, ) is not very great co withſtand 
the might of forraine enemies; the vſuall weapons of 
the Indians, are before deſcribed, ſaving that their ar- 
rowes are oſt· times poiſoned. But ſince our trade and 
commerce with them, they haue gotten a few good 
ſwords, muskets, caliuers, and ſome ſmall quantity of 
ſhot and powder; and haue learned to handle their

pricorne; the ayre is then cJeereſt, and the ſeaſon of the 
yeare moſt dry ʒ as in the Eaſterne parts of Guiana in 
Auguſt, September, October, November and De- 
cember: and when tie Sunne returneth towards the 
Tropicte of Cancer, then doe the raines begin, increaſe, 
and docreaſe, from February to luly: but ſome- 
times they beginto fall, and the riuers to riſe, ſwell, 
and overflow ſooner or later by a moneth; and the 

yeare is ſometimes more or leſſe windie and wet 
according to the diſpoſition of the heanens, and of 
the Planets : and as the Sunne approcheth, or decli+ 
neth little, or much, even (o-thecarth- wanteth or a+ 

boundeth wich water and moiſture.

place where they were writtE, which wasin Peru, repu- 
ted by vs to be beyond the Equinoctiall, towards the 
South, or Pole Antartirte, leſt you erre by miſta- 
king his meaning: for in thoſe two bookes, when hee 
menrionerh any place beyond the Equinoctiall, hee 
meaneth towards the North, or Pole Articte.

They haue no diuiſion or account of times or Their se- 
numbers; they onely reckon by the Moones, as ane, unt of 


two, three, foure, or five Moones: or by duies in like 
mahner. Their numbers they reckon thus, one, 
two, three, and ſo to tenne: thenthey ſay tenne and 
one, ten and two, tenne and three, & e. And to ſhew 
their meaning more certainel y, they will hold vp one, 
two, three, or more of their fingers, expreſſing the 
numbers, ſtill making ſignes as they ſpcake, the bet. 
ter to declate their meaning: when they will reckon 
twenty, they will hold downe both their hands to 
their feete, ſnewing all their fingers and toes, and as 
the number is greater, ſo will they double the ſigne. 
When they appoint or promiſe any thing to bee done 
by a time limited, they will deliuer a littſe bundle of 
ſticks equall to the number of daies, or Moones, that 
they appoint, and will themſelues keepe another bun- 
dle of the like number: and to obſerue their appoin- 
ted time, they will cucr; day, or Moone take away a 
ſticke, and when they haue taken away all, then they 
know that the time of their appointment is come, and 
will aecordingly performe their promiſe.

Ne tural hemp There is a naturall Hemp or Flaxe of great vſc,almoſt 
or flaxc, asftneasfjike as it may bec vicd ; wee haue now found 
out the beſt vſe of it; and for making of linnen cloath 
it is moſt excellent. 
Divers com. There bee many rare and ſingular commodities for 
modities for Diers, of which fort there is a red Berry called Annote, 
Piers. which being rightly prepared by the Indians, dyeth a 
Anse » ſ : 
perfect and fare Orange tawny in ſilke; it hath been 
ſold in Holland for twelue ſhillings ſtarling the pound, 
and is yet of a good price: There is another berry 
that dyeth blew,- There is allo a gumme of a 
n hereof I haue ſeene cyperience, that in cloath

grainc, leaues of certaine trees , which becing rightly pre- 
parcd, doe dye à deepe red.

The ſweet gunimes of ineſtimable value & ſtrange Sur, 
operation in Phiſick & Chirutgery, are innumerable * 
there is yellow Amber. GummagLemnia, Coliiman, 
or Carriman, Barratta, and many more which I o- 
mit. The Colliman hath been proucd by Me. Faller | | 
Cary of wicker in Buckingham-ſhire, (a Gentleman . 
ot great iudgement and practiſe in Phiſicke) to bee of a 
ſpeciall regard for many purpoſes: this gumme is bd —— 
black and brittle, much like in ſhe to common pitch; t Cariman. 
if you put a little of it vpon burning coles, x fillerh all 
the roome with a molt ſweete and pleaſant ſauour. 

He further reportech of it, that certainely if you hold 
your head oner the fame thereof three, or ſoure 
times u day, it curethᷣ the giddineſſe of the head, and is 
alſd a molt excellent comfort and remedy for 2 
cold, moiſt, and rheumaticke braine: ir is olſo good a- 
painſt the teſofution (or as the common ſort callit) the 
dead Palſie, whereofrhe giddines of the head is often 
a meſſenger, andthe fore · teller of that moſt perniti- 
ous griefe. It is alſo of great vic for the paine that 
many weomen haue in the lower part of their backes: 
which is very common to ſuch as haue had children:

The Barratta is a moſt ſoueraigne Balſamum farre 
excelling all others yet knowen: which by the ſame 
Gentlemans experience is of admirable operation in 
the cure of greene wounds: and being burned vpon 
coales, is of aſweete and odoriferous ſauour. 

There be many other ſweet Gummes of great vic 
for Perfumes; whereof one doth make a very rare 
perfume, much like vnto the ſent of ſweet Marge - 
rome, very pleaſant and delectable. 1445 

For phiſick there be alſo many excellent Druggs;: 
namely, Spiknard, Caſſiaꝶ Fiſtula, Sene; and the 
earth yeeldeth Bole-Armoniacke, and Terra- Lem- 
nia, all vhich are knowen vato vs. There bee other 
Druggsand ſimples alſo of ſtrange and rare vertue, in 
theſe parts vnknowen; of which ſort there is a little 
greene Apple, by the Indians called in their language 
the ſleeping Apple; which in operation is ſo violent, 
that one little bit thereof doth cauſe a man to ſleep to 


death: the leaſt drop of the iuice of it, will purge in 


vehement and exceſſiue manner, as dangerouſly was 
proued by my Coſen Vnton Fiſher, who firſt found it: 
for biting a little of it for a taſte, and finding it to 
burne his mouth in ſome extremity, did ſodainely 
ſpit it out againe, but ſome ſmall quantity of the juice 
(agzialt his will) went downe into his Roach which

for two or three daies ſpace did prouoke in him an ex- 
craordinary ſleepineſſe, and purged him with 60.

Moreouer the Tree wherewithhey take their fiſh, A endet 
is not a little to be eſteemed, butchiefely the eat qcunke. 
goodneſſe of God therein is highly to be praiſed and 
admired, who amongſt ſo many admirable things by 
him created, and planted in rhoſe parts, hath vouch- 
ſafed to beſtow vpon thoſe barbarous people ſo great 
a benefit, and naturyl helpe , for the preſent getting 
of their foode and ſuſtenance. Theſe Trees are com- 
monly growing neere vnto the places of their habita- 
tion for their preſent vſe: for when, at any time, they 
goe to fiſh, they take three or fore little ſticks of this 
tree, and bruiſe them vpon a ſtone, and then go into 
certaine ſmall creekes by the Scaſhore, which ata 
high waterare vſually fullof very good fiſh of divers 
kinds, whichcomein with the tide; and there they

here is yet another proficable commodity tobe 
reapedin and chat is by Tobacco which albe- 
it ſome diſlike, yer the generality of men in this king 
dome doth.with:grear affection entertaine it. It is 
not only in requrſt in this our CG ontry of Erg land 
but alſo in Ireland, the Neatſerlands, in all the Eaſter: 
ly Countrics, and Germany; and moſbof allamongſt 
the Turks, and in Barb#y. The price it holderh'is 
great, the benefit our Merchants gaine thereby ĩs in- 

ite, and the Kings rent for the cuſtome thereof is 
nota little. The Tobacco that was bropght into this 
kingdome in the ycare of dur Lord 1610. was at the 


leaſt worth Go. thouſand pounds: And ſinee that time 


the ſtore that yeerly hath come in, was little leſſe. Iris 
planted, gathered, ſeaſoned, and made vp fit forthe 
Merchant in ſhort time, and with eaſie labour. But 
when ue firſt arrived in thoſe parts, wee aſtogether 
wanted thc true skill ww knowledge how to order ir, 
which 
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which now of late wee happily haue lcarned of the 
Spaniards themſelues, whereby I dare preſume to 
lay, and hope to proue, within few moneths, (as o- 
thers alſo of ſound iudgement, and great experience 
doe hold opinion) that onely this commodity To- 
bacco, ( ſo much ſought after, and deſired) will bring 
as great a benefit and profit to the vndertakers, as euer 
the Spaniards 0 by the beſt and richeſt Siluer 
myne in all their Indies, conſidering the charge of 


both.

way of trade in exchange for the aboue named com diries a. n 


modiries,( whereby we hold ſociety and commerce ©* 


with them) are Axes, Hatchets, Btl-hookes lniues all 
kinde of Edge tooles, Nailes, great Fiſhhookes, Har- 
ping-irons, Iewes:T ramps, looking-glafſes, blew, and 
white Beades, Chriſtall Beades, Hats, Pinnes, Needles, 
Salt, Shirts, Bands, linnen and wollen Cloathes, 
Swords, Mus kets, Calliuers, Powder, and Shot: but 
of theſe laſt mentioned, wee are very ſparing, and part 
not with many, vnleſſe vpon great occalion, by way 
ofguiſt to ſpeciall perſons. 77 f * 

For theſe roics, and ſuch like trifeling things the In. 
dians will ſell vnto you any of the aboue mentioned 
commodities that can be gotten or prepared by them: 
or any thing they haue, or that their Countrey yeel- 
deth; and will perſorme any reaſonable labour for 
them. Thus haue I dehuered vnto your Highneſſe, 
the particulars of the ſeuerall commodrics, which hi 
therto we haue diſcouered, and found 1ikrly to bee 
profi table in Guiana (vhereof examples are remayning

Dutch-man, whointhe yecre of our Lord 1610. per- 
formed a voiage to Guiana, to the places where our 
Company was ſeated, and now abideth in Thames- 
ſtreete, neere vnto Cole-barbour: and I make no 
doubt, that by continuance of time, our painefull tra- 
uels, and diligent obſeruations, wee ſhall diſcouer and 
get knowledge of an infinite number of others, as 
rich, neceſſary, and beneficiall as theſe already ſpoken 

of, or auy other whatſoeuer: if it pleaſe Almighty 
God to fauour and bleſſe our proceedings. 

When the raines ceaſed, which was in Iuly, I began 
to trauaell abroad in ſearch of thoſe Golden Moun- 
taines, promiſed vnto vs before the beginning of our 
voiage, (by one that vadertooke to guide vs to them) 
which filled my company fo full of vaine expectati- 
on, and golden hopes, that their inſatiable and coue- 
tous mindes (being wholy ſet thereon ) could not bee 
ſatisfied with any thing . oenly Gold. Our guide 
chat vainely made thoſe great promiſes, being come 
vnto the wiſhed place to make performance, was then 

ſſeſſed with a ſhameleſſe ſpirit of ignorance; for hee 

new little, and could performe nothing. What o- 
therintelligences (of Mines already fouud) l had from 
other men in England, and from the M. of my. ſhip, 
who had bin heretofore in thoſe parts, I foũd them by 
experience falſe, and nothing true concerning Mines, 
that was in England reported vnto me, | 
wet. av. deſire of Gold being thus made fru 
ſtrate, diuers vnconſtant perſons of my vnruly com- 
pany began to murmure, to bee diſcontented, to kin- 
dle diſcords and diſcenſions, and to ſtirre vp mutiny, 
euen almoſt to the confuſion and ruine of vs all: and 
ere

A yoiage of diſcouerie to Guiana. 
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were vponthe point to ſhake off all obedience to their 
commandersʒ to abandon patience, peace, & vnity, and 
wilfully to breake ont into all miſcheeſe & wretched 
diſorder, onely becauſe they were deceiued of theit 
golden hopes & expectations: but with good words, 
and comfortable perſwaſions, I pacified them for the 
time, and made them acquainted with my better 
hopes conceiued of the commodities aboue mentio- 
ned. I perſwaded them in generall from idleneſſe, 
to trauell abroade, to ſearch and ſeeke out amongſt 
the Indians what other nonelties they could (though 
gold were wanting) whereby wee might hereafter 

enefit our ſelues; and ſtill I imployed them ſome one 
way, and fome another, to occapic their mindes by 
doing ſomething, the better to preuent diſcention, 
which commonly is bred of idleneſſe, the ſlouthfull 
mother of all filthy vices. 

As I daily conuerſed amongſt the Indians, it chan- 
ced one day, that one of them preſented mee with a. 
halfe Moone of mettall, which held ſom what mote 
then a third part Gold, the reſt Copper: another al- 
ſo gaue mee a little Image of the ſame mettall; and 
of an other I bought a plate of the ſame (which hee 
called a ſpread Eagle) for an Axe. All which things

they aſſured mee were made in the high Countrey of Counmeyef 


Guiana, which they ſaid did abound with Images of G. 
Gold, by them called Carre. Theſt things I ſhew- 3 


edto my company to ſettle their troabled mindes, of Gold

Being thus informed, and ſufficiently reſolued of 

the commodities of the Countrey, & well ſatisficd of 

the Minerals; I bent allmy endeauours to finde out 

the fitteſt places, and moſt conuenient for our fiſt 

plantations: at the laſt l found out many, and ſome of 

ſpeciall note, which are (for many reſpects) of great 

importance; and whentime ſerueth, our forces and 


number of men being anſwerable, I will lay them o- 


en to the knowledge of the world: and for wealth 1 
ie ſhall fully anſwere all mens expectations. 
trauelled vp the riuer of i iapoci, to view the ouer- 
falles, but the waters being high and ſtrong, I chuld 


dite ouer- ſome labour they may bee paſſed, This river harh

yond another, euen to the head thereof. Aboue ſome 
of the firſt falles there dwelleth an Indian, called C-

 raſhewaceas: amongſt theſe people (as Comarianre- 


porteth) there is an Idole of ſtone, which they wor: doll 


ſhip as their God; they haue placed it in a houſe made 
of purpoſe for the greater honour of it, which they 
keepe very cleancand hanſome, 


This Idole is faſhioned like a man fitting vpon his The propor- 
heeles, holding open his knees, and reſting his cl- tioa ot the {+ 
bowes vpon them, holding vp his hands with the le. 


palmes forwards, looking vpwards, and gaping with 
his mouth wide open. The meaning of this pro- 
portion he could not declare, although he hath been 
many times amongſt them, and hath often ſeene it. 
What other Nations were beyond theſe he did not 
know, hauing ncuer trauailed fo farre, but hee ſayth 
they be Charibes, and alſo enemies vnto them. It lec- 
meth there bee many Nations of thoſe great eared 
people: for in the Riuer of Marramini ] heard alſo of 
the like, who dwell farre vp towards the high land, as 
hereafter you ſhall heare and! luppoſe, by the tren- 
ding of the Riuers of iapoco, and Aarrawini, are 
all one people. 

Vpon the 14. day of Auguſt Iwent vnto a Moun- 
taine, called Gomeribo, being the vttermoſt point of 
land to the North ward in the bay of Miapocoʒ I found 
the ſdile of ir moſt excellẽt for Tobacco, Marx, Cot- 
ton trees, Annoto trees, Vines, & for any other thing 
that ſhould be planted there. When I had taken good 
view of the place, and found commodious for ma-

the Indiaas alſo, I rooke poſſeſſion of the land; by 
turfe and ewig, in the behalf of our Soueraigne Lord 
King 1 AMES: Itooke the ſaid poſeſſion of a part, 
in name ofthe whole continent of ꝙuiana, lying be- 
twixt the rivers of Amazones and Orenoque, not being 
actually poſſeſſed , and inhabited by any other Chri- 
ſtian Prince or State; wherewith the Indians ſeemed 
to be well content and pleaſed. 

In like manner my Brother Capt. At ichael Hare- 
court, and Capt. Haruq, (whom Lett as his aſſociate, 
and hee eſteemed as an inward friend,) in a notable 
iourney, which (to their great honour) they per for- 

med, to diſcouer the Riuer of Hrawary, and the 


The like pol. Country bordering vpon it, (neere adioining to the 
ſeſſion raken riuer of Amar ane) did take the like poſſeſsion of the 
at. A, amar. land there, to his Maieſties vie. 


The dangers and great difficulties which they in 
that attempt incountred, were memorabe, and ſuch, 
as hard ly any of our Nation in ſuch ſmall Canocs(be- 
ing onely ſome-what longer, but not ſo broad as our 
Thames wherries, and flat bottomed,) euer overcame 
the like. Firſt the number of their one attendants 
beſides themſelues, was onely one man, and a boy: 
Then troope of Indians 60. perſons. Their iourney 
by Sea vnto the Riuer of Arrawary was neere loo. 
Leagues: wherein (by the way) they met with many 


dreadtul plunges, by reaſon of a high going ſea which 


breaketh vpon the flats and ſhoales; eſpecially, at 


the next great cape to the North of Arraway, which, 


in teſpect of the danger they paſſed there they named 
Ta 
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Point Perilous. Then their diſconery vp the riuer, was Piat Po lla 
5o. leagues more: here they found a Nation of 
Indians, which neuer had ſeene whice men, ov Chri- 

ſtians before, and could not be drawne to any fami- 

liar commerce, or conuerſation, no not ſo much as 

with our Indians, becauſe they were ſtrangers to 

them, and of another Nation. The diſcouery of this 

riuer is of great importance, and ſpeciall note, affor- 

ding an entrance more behouefull for the, ſearching 

and diſcouery of the inland / parts of Guiana, then any 

other riuer yet know ne vpon the Coaſt; for tren- 

ding Weſtward vp into the land, it diſcouereth all the 
Countries and Nations to the Southward of Arrica- 

ry, Cooſhebery,,Morrownia,and Norrack, which I haue 
mentioned before. br 

Many weekes they ſpent in this aducnture , ſti} 

taking vp their lodgings in the woods at night. Pro- 

uiſion of meate they wanted not, for Fiſh were euer A great arga- 
plenty, and at hand: and the woods yeelded eyther mn les. 
Deere, Tigers, or Foule: their greateſt wane was of . 
bread and drinke, which onely defect did hinder (at 

that time )the accompliſhment of that diſcouery. For 

when the Indians perceiued their bread to bee neere 
ſpent, and their drinke to bee corrupted, they could 

nat bee perlivaded to proceede, hauing no meanes to 
ſupply their wants amongſt the Arrawaries, the Indi- 
ans of that riuer, who would not freely trade with 

them vpon this firft acquaintance, but alwaies ſtood 
vpon their guard, on the other ſide ef the river, where 
they inhabited: yet they deſiring co obtaine ſome of 
our Engliſh commodities, and make triall of our In- 


dians friendſhippe,afforded ſome ſmall trade for their 
H 2 preſent

preſent releefe during their aboade in that river: So 
that of force they were conſtrained to breake off their 
diſconery, and haſten home ward. | 

Bur here their dangers ended nor, for as they retur- 
ned, arciuing at certaine [lands called Carripoom, and 
paſſing betweene them & the main land, muck againſt 
the wils of all the Indians, who knowing the danger 
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ol the place, and more reſpecting their ſafety, then 
their owne, (being themſelues all expert ſwimmers)

comming in, which like two furious inraged Rammes, 
or Bulles,ruſhcd togcather, and oft retired back, to re- 
turne againe with greater violence, vntil! the one by 
force had ouerborne the other: that if next vnder 
God) the diligent care and paines of the Indians had: 
not preſerued thẽ, they had been there deſtroyed, and: 
{ſwallowed vp by that mercilefſe Boore or breach of 
waters; which (God be thankcd ) they eſcaped, and 
returned home in ſafety. 

Here may your Highneſſe fitly note and obſerue 
two things, the one, the aſſured loue and fidelity of 
the Indians to our Nation; ho hauing in their pow- 
er for ſix wee kes ſpace, foure only of our company, 
and two of thoſe the chifeſt of the reſt; and if they 
had been falſe & trecherouſly minded towards them, 
might calily haue drow ned, ſtarued, or ſlaine them; 


yet did not only forbeare to practiſe hatme againſt 


them, but did alſo ſafely rowe their boats; night by 
night prepare their lodgings in the woods, & daily vſe 


their 


* 
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their care and beſt endeauours to diſtcouer and pre- 
uenkt all dangers chat might happen — 
guide them, ſerue them, and prouide them meare: 
Such truſt and faithfulneſſe is rarely found amongſt 
ſuch barbarous ia fidels, and yet wee haue had three 
yeeres experience thereof. The other thing to bee 


obſerued heere, is the ſtore and plenty of victuals in The plenty of 
Gaiand; where (ixty foute perſons togoather in one Yifuals. 


company, without any proviſion of victuals ( bread 
and drinke excepted) before hand made, could tra- 
nell abroade for ſix weekes ſpace , moſt commonly 
lodgingin the woods, ſeldome in any towne or vil- 
lage, and yet in al! places whereſocuer they came, 
could readily get meate ſufficient for them all: which 
bleſſing God hath giuen to Gu na; for the comfort 
of all ſuch as ſhall bee willing to bee plantersthere. 
This, and much more could my Brother haue true- 
ly auouched, if hee had liued; but ( ſince his returne 
into England) it hath pleaſed God, who gaue him 
life, and preſerued him from many dangers, to take 
him to his mercy.

to bee ſo fortunate: for the Maſter, his Mates, and the 
Steward of my Shippe, came vnto mee, and told me 
plainly, that if I made any longer aboad in that Coun- 
trey, I would neuer in thoſe Shippes returne into 
England: or if I did aduenture it, my ſelfe, and all my

der, and water, for all my Caske was ſpoiled, becauſe

therein. As for my one experience, although it was 
not much, yet the effects that I found it worke both in 
my ſelfe, and others of my company in two daies ſpace, 
doe cauſe mee to conceiue the beſt of it. For at my com- 
ming thicher, I was grieuouſſy vexed with an extreame pr a" 
cough, which I much feared would turne mee to great by the Bach. 
harme, but by bathing inthe Bath, and drinking ofthe 
water, I was ſpeedily cured: and euer ſince that time, l 
haue found the ſtate of my body (I giue God thankes 
for it) farre exceeding what it was before, in ſtrength 
and health. Moreouer, one of my company named aum

his comming, refoluing thence to goe for Briſtol. And [ 
appointed (if the winde did hold againſt him) co fend 
him mony to ſupplie their victuals, vnrill it pleaſed God 
to alter it: but he regarding his one priuate ends, more 
then my commaund and direction, vpon the firſt ſhift 
of wind went away with my ſnippe (without my know- 
ledge) to Dartmouth inthe welt Country, and left me be- 
hind in Ireland: whereof as ſoone as I had intelligence, I 
ane tooke the opertunitie of a ſpeedy paſſage ina 
arke then reddy bound for Briſtal, and ſo the next mor- 
ning being the fifteenth of December, l departed from 
rog ball, and arriued at Briffol the ſeuententh day. 
My Pinneſſe which we left at Sca to follow after vs, 
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f; Rarrivedin WAS likewile by the aforeſaid ſtorme driuen into the welt

afterward at 


Briſtol, 


of Ireland, to a place caled Dingen le Couſhe : and there re- 
mained along time wind-bound : but arthe laſt (by Gods 
permiſſion)arriued at Briffolthe ſecond day of February. 

During the time of my voyage, we laſt but one land- 


man, who died in Guiana: and one ſailer, and an Indian

boy, who died at Sea in our returne:and during the ſpace 
of theſe three yeares laſt paſt ſince the voiage, of all the 
men which Ileft in the country, being in number about 
thirty, there died but ſix, whereof one was drowned: an- 
other was an old man of threeſcore yeeres of age: and 
another tooke his death by his one diſorder; the reſt 
died of ſicknes, as pleaſed God the giuer of life:for which 
ſmall loſſe, his holy name be bleſſed now and euer.

HFHauing thus (moſt noble Prince) declared the whole 


courſe 


courſe of my voiage to Guiana, performed in the yeare of 
our Lord 160g. I hold it needefull for the better a- 
tisfaction of the fauourers, and wel-willers of this action, 
by adding of a ſpeciall note or two, and by a brieſe re- 
remembrance of ſome points mentioned in the former 
diſcourſe, to expreſſe the worthineſſe of the enterpriſe, 
being of ie wee and not to bee regarded lightly.

a Chriſtian Prince, they ought to haue eſpeciall regard be obſerued 
to three principall ends anddeſignes. Firſt, that it may in net; fore

In the Particular Plantation and Aduenture, there cer. 
taine Signiories or other Portions of land allotted and ed to 
ſuch as like not to be partakers of the General Plantation and Ad. 
uentuve ; but haue otherwiſe a deſire to rene together in ſenerall 
companies or corporations of ſelelt friends and acquaintance , or 
elſe to plant apart ,and ſingle by themſelues,as Lords of Mannors, 
or 4s Farmers, 

Theſe Signiories or Portions of Land ſhalbe conneyed and aſſu- 
red unto them in Fee ſimple , with all ſuch Royalties , Liberties, 
Priuiledges, Franchiſes, and ( ommodities, as ſhalbe fit and neceſ« 
ſary for the aduancement of their Plantations, and can (by vertue 
of the Pattent) be granted unto then. 

They ſhall plant and people the ſame at their owne proper coits 
and charges, and connert the profits thereof to their owne vſe and 
behoofe, under the conditions following, f 

They ſhal yeerely pay vnto ſuch Officers as ſpalbe appoint ed for 
that parpoſe, the fift {mrs of all Ores of Gold and Siluer, as ſhall at 
all times hereafter, be found and gotten within the bounds and li- 
mites of the Signiories and Lands graunted unto them which fift 
part of Oare, is by the Pattent reſerued to his Maie ſtie. 

The fift part being dedutted for his Maieſtie, they ſhal alſo pay 
to the Patentees, or vnto their Officers for that purpoſe appointed, 
all ſuchrents andducties, as betwixt the ſaid Patentees and them, 
ſhall be agreed vpon , and ſuch as haue be ene vſually payed by the 
planters and inhabiters of the like Plantations, whereof there are 
extant many preſidents : And alſo from time to time fhall ob ſerue, 
pay, & performe, all ſuch other cnit oms impoſit ions. reſernations,.

And fur their ſafety and defence in all the ſaid particular Plan- 
tations, they ſhall be ayded, protected, and defended, both by Sea,
